REMARKS 

The foregoing amendment cancels claims 1, 4 and 6. Now pending in the 
application are claims 3 and 5, of which claims 3 and 5 are independent.

Patentable Subject Matter 

Claims 3 and 5 are allowed. 

Rejection of Claims 4 under 35 U.S.C. § 103 

Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Applicant's 
Admitted Prior Art ("AAPA") in view of U.S. Patent No. 6,127,840 ("Coteus"). In the 
foregoing claim amendments, claim 4 is canceled. In light of the foregoing amendment, 
Applicants submit that the rejection of claim 4 is moot. Applicants therefore request that the 
Examiner withdraw the rejection of claim 4 under 35 U.S.C. §103(a). 

Rejection of Claims 1 and 6 under 35 U.S.C. § 103 

Claims 1 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over U.S. 
Patent No. 6,396,282 ("Minuth") in view of U.S. Patent No. 5,896,417 ("Lau"). In the 
foregoing claim amendments, claims 1 and 6 are canceled. In light of the foregoing claim 
amendments, Applicants submit that the rejection of claims 1 and 6 is moot. Applicants 
therefore request that the Examiner withdraw the rejection of claims 1 and 6 under 35 U.S.C. 
§103(a).
